CLARKSON REITERATES HIS CHARGES 


And Denounces the Temperance Leader 
Anew -A Pretty Problem in Veracity 


for the Public to Ponder . se 


Sr. Pave; Minn., Jan. 17.—A represen- 
tative of the Associated Press called on 
ex-Governor St. John this evening at his 
rooms in the National Hotel and #b- 
tained from him the verbatim state- 
ment which he promised to give the pub- 
lic regarding the charges con tained against 
him in the letters and interviews recently 
published by Mr. Clarkson dnd Mr. Le- 
gate. This copy was compared word by 
word with the statement written by St. 
John and bears, like the original, his sig- 
nature. The following is the statement: 


Natrona. HoTer, Munwyeapouis, Minn., 
Jan. 17, 1885.—James 8. Clarkson, of the 
Des Moines Register and a member 
of the National Committee of the Repub- 
lican party, after a great deal of i 
and conference with his friend, J. B. Mc- 
Cullagh of the Globe-Democrat of St. 
Louis, at last gives the public what he 
calls evidence to prove that I pr to 
sell out to the Republicans, and thus de- 
stroy the Prohibition party. In Mr. 
Clarkson’s letter, published in the Chica- 
go Tribune of the 9th instant, he says: 
„To my knéwiedge he did have overtures 
made thr a friend from his 
own State by which he offered, 
if paid $25,000 in cash, to withdraw 
as a candidate altogether or to stay in the 
field and feather his speeches, as it was 
put im Kansas phrase; to help the Re- 
uns. He was asked to prove the 
sincerity of his offer and to withdraw 
from Ohio, the last week before the Octo- 
ber election in that State. He did this 
under the plea, which he said he would 
give, of getting a sore throat, and with 
the friend I have mentioned went first to 
Pittsburg, next to Philadelphia and 
finally to New York, where he hoped to 
meet some one of the Republican National 
Committee who would be ready to make 
a deal and, pay cash.“ My appointments 
for the campaign were made by the Na- 
tional Committee of the Prohibition 
party at Chicago, September 18. It was 
arranged for me to speak in Ohio, at 
Springfield October 3rd, Delaware the 
4th, Akron the 5th and Oberlin the 6th. 
I filled every one of these appointments 
and one more, and those, who- attended my 
meetings, I feel sure, will do me justice 
to say that I didn’t feather my speeches 
either. Having thus completed my 
work in Ohio,: without having a ‘‘sore 
throat” or pretending to have one, in 
accordance with the programme made 
for me the committee, I pro- 
ceeded on the - morning of the 
7th of October to Adrian, Mich., where at 
2p.m. of that day I addressed in the 
open air neatly ten thousand people, going 
the same eyening to Detroit, where I ad- 
dressed a large audience in the Grand 
Opéra Ho The next morning, in com- 
pany with Dr. Sagendorf, of Charlotte, 
Mich., and one of the members of the Na- 
tional Committee and several other promi- 
nent prohilitionists; I started for my 
next appointment at Kalamazoo, making 
short speechés on the way and addressing 
the meeting 4t Kalamazoo both afternoon 
From Kalamazoo I went 
with other hibition workers to Flint, 
Mich., where at 2 p. m. on October 9th, 


I addressed a large open-air meeting, leav- 


ing there in company with David Preston, 
the Probibitiqn candidate for Governor of 
Michigan. In the evening I left for De- 
troit, from which city that night at 12 
o’clock I started via Buffalo for Philadel- 
phia, arfiving there about 9 o’clock on the 
evening of the 10th. I spoke in the Acad- 
emy of Music en the evening of the 11th 
and spent a good portion of the day 
of the 12th with R. K. Burdette 
at Ardmore,ſeizht miles from the city. 
On the evening of the 13th I addressed 
an open air mesting at Monument Square, 
Baltimore, and then another meeting ‘on 
the same evening in East Baltimore. 
That night, at 12 o’clock, I started for 
Brooklyn, N. I., where on the evening of 
the 14th I spoke in the Rink. I spoke pn 
the 15th at Middleton, Conn., on the 16th 
at Worcester, Mass.. on the 17th in 
Chickering Hall, New York City, on the 
18th, at Newark, N. J., and thence I went 
to Western New York, where I held eight 
meetings, every one of the foregoing 
meetings being in strict pursuance to the 
appointments made for me by the Na- 
tional Prohibition Committee. I have 
not been in hor passed through Pittsburg 
for nearly two years. Mr. George R. 
Scott, forsman of the New York Witness, 
joined me st Oberlin, October 6th, and 
traveled with me and attended all 
the meetings from that time up 
to and including one at Newark, 
October 18th, and no acquaint- 
ance accompanied me from Mich- 
igan to Philadelphia, nor did I on 
the way see any friend or ac- 
uaintance from my own State. Mr. 
larkson further says, in his Trib- 
une letter of the 9th: J may add 
that neither the National Committee nor 
any one acting for it, made an overture or 
proposition of any kind to St.John. All that 
it did was to listen and discuss overtures 
and propositions made to it through the 
medium which he employed to reach it.“ 
Yet in the same letter he convicts himself, 
for he says he (myself) was asked, in or- 
der to prove the sincerity of his offer, to 
withdraw from Ohio the last week before 
the October election in that State. Who was 
there in this transaction te doubt my 
‘‘sincerity” but J. S. Clarkson? But fur- 
ther on he says: The things which were 
demanded of St. John as to his move- 
ments in Ohio, were pledged by that 
friend and carried out by St. John.“

Wasutneton, Jan. 17.—Among the ap- 
propriations for rivers and harbors are 
$40,000 for the San Joaquin of California, 
and $40,000 for the lower Willamette 
and Columbia rivers of Oregon. Besides 
the above items there is a large number of 


minor appropriations. The bill appro- 
priates in all $11,329,200. The estimates 
prepared by the engineers in charge of the 
various improvements amounted to $34,- 
70,360. he bill provides for the ap- 
pointment of a commission, to consist of 
seven members, whose duty shall be to 
examine the various rivers and other im- 
provements, and report to Congress within 
a year. It also provides for a consulting 
engineer for the Mississippi River Com- 
mission, and recommends the appoint- 
ment of Captain Eads at a salary of $3500 
per year. No appropriation yet has been 
made for the improvement of Galveston 
harbor, as proposed by Captain Eads.

population of Utah is so largely a 
transient population. While this is so, 
Mormonism is able to more strongly 
intrench itself in its stronghold, to hold 
the weight of political influence in the 
territory, and largely control and mould 
public sentiment in its midst. 

It is fancied, however, that a gleam 
of hope for the final overthrow of Mor- 
monism may be seen in the tendencies 
shown among the younger Mormons to 
rebel against the control of the Church 
in political matters. The more intelli- 
gent and thoughtful young Mormons, 
among whom may be numbered a son 
of Brigham Young, and a nephew of 

George Q. Cannon, are not in favor of 
the union of Chureh and State which 
now practically exists in Utah. They 

are decidedly opposed to the inter- 
ference of the Church in political 
affairs, and assert their right to freedom 
of action in such matters. This move- 
ment on the part of these young men is 
the first direct blow that has been 
aimed at the power of the priesthood, 
and as such it is significant and im- 
portant, It means a loosening of the 
chains of superatitious bondage. It is 
a movement which has naturally 
awakened great opposition in 
the Church, and the denunci- 
ation of the faithful members of 
Zion is heaped upon those in sympathy 
with this liberal movement without 
measure. The power, of the Mormon 
“priesthood must be gradually weakened 
by these internal disruptions, and its 
most encouraging feature is that this 
spirit of revolt comes from the younger 
and more intelligent masses of the 
Mormons. It is to be earnestly hoped 
that time will give strength to this 
movement, and it would be cheering to 
anticipate that there was a possibility 
that Mormonism, with all its flagrant 
abuses, and its outrageous defiance of 
law and decency, is doomed to destruc- 
tion from forces existing within itself.

They sink 
like a ship in the midst of angry waters. 
The toil, of years is obliterated. The 
earth is scarred and disfigured. Ruin 
sits among human inhabitants.

VISITING STATESMEN.

DISINCOBRP@BATION OF ANAHEIM. 


Already a bill has been introdnced by 
Colonel Edwards, to relieve Anaheim of 
what is believed to be the bete noir of a 
majority of citizens, namely—incorpor- 
ation. The bill has been referred to 
the Committee on Municipal Corpora- 
tions, of which Mr. Loud, of San Fran- 
cisco, is chairman. It contains sixteen 
sections, and if it does not cover all the 
ground, it quite likely it will befoie it 
leaves the committee. The bill pro- 
vides that when one-fourth the prop- 
erty holders of any city or town petition 
the Mayor and Common Council for an 


the Mayor shall within four weeks after 
the receipt and entry of such petition, 
call a special election for the purpose of 
deciding whether such city or town 
shail be incorporated or not, said 
election to be held within not 
less than fifty, nor more than 
sixty days after the receipt and 
entry of such ition. The bill also 
provides that the proclamation giving 
notice of such election shall also con- 
tain a statement of the outstanding in- 
debtedness of such city or town, and 
also a list of all the property belonging 
to the same, with the probable value 
thereof, together with a statement of 
the amount of taxes due and owing such 
city er town so far as the same is known. 
In the eventof a majority of votes being 
cast for disincorporatior, the bill pro- 
vides for the appointment of three com- 
missioners by the Governor of the State, 
the commissioners to be residents of 
such city or town, such commissioners 
to give bond for the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties. Within 30 days 
after appointment such commissioners 
are authorized to proceed to the dis- 
posal of all real and personal property 
belonging to such ion, 
also to collect, by suit or otherwise, all 
monies due such city or town, after giv-

A new ceramic according 
to Mons.

In the 
dark the air does not affect it, and 
light produces no alteration when all 
oxygen is excluded. 

The operation of removing a tumor 
from the brain—which a few days 
was performed at a London hospital for 
the first time in the history of medi- 
cine—has been followed by the pa- 
tient’s convalescence. 
AN ATMOSPHERIC BATTERY. 


One ot the recent electric batteries 
acts only when exposed to light. The 
latest form of battery, devised by 
Mons. Jablochkoff, the eminent 
French electrician, is perhaps quite as 
novel and ingenious, it being kept in 
constant operation by the effect of the 
atmosphere’s moisture upon the metal 
sodium. Each element comprises a 
small plate of sodium separated by 
wooden pegs from a plate of carbon of 
somewhat lighter texture than that 
used forordinary batteries. The car- 
bon and a small copper wire attached 
to the sedium plate form the electrodes 
Exposure of the sodium to the air 
Causes it to oxidize and form caustic 
soda, which is dissolyed by the mois- 
ture of the air and gradually drains 
away as a concentrated solution, thus 
constantly leaving a fresh surface of 
metal te be acted upon. The elements 
are grouped in sets of ten. The bat- 
2 action continues so long as the 
odium lasts and the air contains 
moisture, and the only means of stop- 
ing it is to shut it in an air-tight case. 
The degree of the air’s hnmidity and 
the temperature determine the electro- 
motive force. 7 
While our country is supposed to be 
nearly free from earthquakes, no less 
than 364 shocks were recorded in the 
United States and Canada—not. in- 
cluding Alaska—during the twelve 
years ending with 1883. This is an 
average of about one in every twelve 
days for some part of the territory. 
Many small tremors must have es- 
caped notice, and it is probable that 
if observations had been made in 
various localities with suitable in- 
struments the reported. shocks would 
have been several times as great in 
number. 

Before the Linnean Society ef Lon- 
Lon, Mr. A. Tylor has sought to prove 
that plants have a dim sort of jatel- 
ligence, and are able, at least, to exert 
as much voluntary. power as certain 
lowly-organized animals. One proof 
of this is the plants’ avoidance of ob- 
stacles—placed artificially in their 
way—by bending aside before touch- 
ing. P 

so SPOTS AND THE WEATHER. 
Observations concerning the effects 


produced upon our planet by the 
‘| periodically appearing spots on the 


sun have given very contradictory re- 
sults, and have established thus far 
only the single fact that solar disturb- 
ances strongly affect the earth’s mag- 
netism. It is very probable that sun- 
spot influences may have a certain 
real effect upon terrestrial climates, 
but much further research will be nec- 
essary to sb beyond a doubt that 
they do. Prof. C. A. Young affirms, 
however, that it has already been 
shown that such influence, if 1t exists 
at all, is very slight, and difficult of 


detection; that it is not dominant, or 


even very powertul, in terrestrial 
meteorology ; and that there is no rea- 
sonable ground for expectation that 
the periodicity of sun-spots will ever 


By experiment Professor Storer has 


found that scantily-fed mice will 


sometimes eat daily one-third of their 
weight in ordinary putty. When car- 
bonate of lead, baryta, zinc or oxide 
of zinc was mixed with the putty the 


mice were able still to eat small quan- 


tities with impunity, those pigments 
seeming to lose their usual poisonous 
quality. Putty containing no whiting 
was untouched, or eaten very reluc- 
tantly. | 

Professor E. Wolly concludes that 
the deep planting of seeds and tu- 
bers is usually unfavorable for their 
development. The most suitable depth 


depends on the kind of plunt, on the 


nature of the soil and on the weather. 
The smaller the seeds or tubers, the 
less favorable the weather, and the 
more compact the soil, the more essen- 
tial is shallow sowing. |

ment, called the anemograph, which 
is operated by electricity and keeps a 
record on paper of the direction and 
velocity of the wind.

JEWELS LS OF THE ORIENT. 


Three Bushels of Diamonds Founda 
Inside a Barbarian Idot. 
Leisure Hours.] 

The history of gems in the East 18 
the history of the governing princes, 
for so often has the course of history 
in the Orient been affected by the in- 
trigues about precious stones that 
they assume a state importauce. The 
traditional diamond in the East is the 
Great Mogul. The original weight of 
this stone was 787 carats, but by cut- 
ting it was reduced to 297 carats. 
The stone disappeared at the last Tar- 
ter invasion, when treasures to the 
value ef $350,000,000 were captured 
by Nadir Shah. It 1s believed to be 
at present hidden away in some ob- 
scure fortress in Asia Minor, and ‘it 
may be recovered at some future time. 

Some idea of the abundance of 
precious stones in the East may be 
gained from the fact that when 
Muhmound, in the eleventh century, 
captured Sumnat, an idol statue was

It was the most costly work of art 
ever made. its only rival was the 
cerule throne of the house of 
Bahmenee, in the Nizam. This was 
built in the seventeenth century, was 
nine feet long by three feet wide, was 
made of ebony, covered with plates of 
gold crusted with gems, and was 
val at $20,000,000. 


A late traveler gives an account of 
the magnificence of the Persian crown 
jewels. In the jewel room he found 
treasures valued at $35,000,000, among 
them) the crown, a mass of diamonds 
surmounted by a ruby as big as a hen's 
egg. The king’s belt is a wonder of 
— 7 magnificence, weighing about 


twenty pounds and composed of a solid 
mass of diamonds, rubies and emer- 
alds. As Persia is the native land of 
the turquoise, it is but natural that the 
finest stone of this description is to be 
fount in its collection. This royal 
specimen is four inches long, perfect 
in color and without a flaw. When the 
Shah was in Eurupe, some years ago, 
ore a variety of diamonds and 
other precious stones that kept the 
detectives in a constant fever of fear 
lest he should be robbed of some of 
them, for one, even the smallest, would 
have been a fortune for a half dozen 
thieves. The buttons of his coat were 
five in number, and each button was a 
diamond larger than the Kohinoor, 
while every part of his clothing seemed 
to useful, not as a covering for his 
body, but as places to hang diamonds 
on.

‘edge and skill are required to properly 
conduct a nursery. ch indeed is the 
case with a nursery of te trees. The 
proper management of a n re- 
quires an extensive knowledge of all the 
leading varieties of apples, pears, 

‘cherries, plums, quinces, as 
well as of several other fruits. 
It also requires a knowledge of 
the science and art of the various sys- 
tems of budding and grafting. Fruit 
trees need almost constant attention 
while in the nursery. They cannot be 
neglected during any month of the 
season. Persons wishing to 
set out an orchard cannot ordinarily do 
better than to procure their trees of a 
reliable nurseryman. They will gener- 
ally find it to their advantage to give 
their to a nurseryman in 
their vicinity. It will be well to con- 
sult him in relation to the varieties to 
set out. He will take an interest in the 
trees that are to be planted near where 
he 1s carrying on business. If he has 
strong, vigorous trees they will afford 
evidence that they are suited to the. 


climate. Being acclimated, they will be | 


likely to do better than trees brought 
from a considerable distance. They 
will also suffer less from exposure and 
from injuries inflicted during trans- 
portation. 

The raising of timber, shade and or- 
namental trees does not require so 
much knowledge and skill. They are 
but little pruning. It is sometimes 
necessary to shorten their tops and cut 
off some of the lower branches, but it 
is usual to allow them to assume the 
form that they will do naturally. Fruit 
trees are generally transplanted at least 
once before they are set in an orchard. 
Other trees, however, commonly re- 
main where the seeds sprout till such 
time as they are set in permanent posi- 
tions. After the first year’s growth 


ground where they grow tolerably loose 
and free from weeds and grass. The 
seeds of many of our most valuable 
trees are easily obtained, and they ger- 
minate as readily as grains of corn. 
The trees may need some_ protection 
from the sun during the first year of 
their growth, but this protection is 
easily and cheaply afforded. Seedling 
trees of one or two year’s growth are 
cheaply obtained of nurserymen, and 
can be transported leng distances at 
small cost. Timber, shade, and orna- 
mental trees of the size most persons 
desire to set out are, however, difficult 
to transport. They are generally tall 
and take up too much room in the cars. 
These trees are in constant demand in 
almost every neighborhood. They are 
wanted for ornamenting farms, plant- 
ing in cemeteries, setting out on the 
sides of roads, and for starting groves 
and forests. Farmers send to nurseries 
for trees when they wish to set out an 
orchard, but they do not ordinarily 
send orders for otber than fruit trees. 
They will purchase timber, shade, and 
ornamental trees, however, if they are 
growing in the vicinity, where they can 
see them. The person raising them 
will be almost certain to find a market 


he raises any he cannot dispose of he 
can set them on his own place to good 
ad vantage. 

Grapevines, currant, gooseberry, rasp- 
berry and blackberry bushes and straw- 
berry plants can be disposed of in large 
quantities in almost any section of the 
West. People who sse the fruit are 
anxious to raise it for themselves. These 
vines and bushes are very easily propa- 
gated. The cuttings can be obtained 
for a nominal price, and with suitable 
care they will be large enough to set out 
intwoyears. Raising strawberry plants 
is a very simple operation. A hundred 
plants of any variety will yield a large 
increase 1n a single season. When set 
out with a view of raising plants for 
sale they should be placed three or four 
feet apart each way, in very rich soil, so 
as to encourage the growth of runners. 
If the blossoms are taken off the growth 
of the plants will be increased. The 
ground should be kept free from weeds 
and grass and the vines allowed to 
spread in all directions. Fifty plants 
may, by judicious management, be pro- 
duced from one in the course of a sin- 
gle season. Asparagus and pie plant 
would generally be raised by farmers if 
they could obtain the plants in the vi- 
cinity where they live. The seed can 
be obtained in large of small quanti- 
ties from any dealer at a comparatively 
small price. 
as corn, and the plants are remarkably 
hardy. No selection is needed in the 
case of the asparagus plants, They 
only require rich soil that is free from 
weeds and in order to make a 
rapid growth. The plants will be of the 
proper size for setting in permanent 
beds when they are two years old. It 
is not desirable to retain all the plants 
raised from the pie-plaut seed. Some 
of them will produce small leaves, and 
should be thrown away. A consider- 
able revenue can be derived from a nur- 
sery that will occupy but a small amount 
of land, and will require but a*small 
expenditure of time and money.

The skin of the horse, like that of 
other animals, not only affords protec- 


affords an outlet toa large part 
of the waste of the body, in the form 
of sweat. In out-door life—the nata- 
ral state of the borse - the membrane 


of resisting changes of temperature, 
and by continual exercise the pores are 
kept open, giving free exit to all of 
the exhalations. But this alone will 
not give the smooth, glossy coat which 
adds so much to the animal’s beauty. 
Confining the horse to the stuble, as is 
generally done for at least a large part 
of the year, renders his skin tender, 
especially when he is warmly 
blanketed. Expose him now to a 
great change of temperature; take him 
out and drive him until heated; re- 
turn him to the stable, and let him 
stand uncared for over night, er even 
for an hour; the skin is rapidly chilled 


pores suddenly closed; and often a 
cold, rheumatic stiffuess, or some other 
disorder, results. Proper grooming 
prevents this by toughening the skin; 
keeping it in healthy action; equaliz- 
ing the circulation; removing obstruc- 
tions from the pores, and what is of 
more importance, by rousing the ac- 
tion of the muscles at the surface, 
which compensates for the want of 
exercise conse quent on stable life. 


Currying and brushing should not 
be done in the stable; the dust and 
scurf will be scattered in the manger 
to mix with the food, besides keeping 
the stable uncleanly. The animal 
should be taken out into the lot, se- 
curely tied, and handled so gently that 
he will enjoy rather than fear the ap- 
plication of the curry-comb. A sharp 
toothed comb roughly scraped over 
the tender skin is anything but pleas- 
ant, as the shrinking, resisting animal 
will soon show. The instrument 
should be lightly applied and depend- 
ence placed mainly upon the brush. 
Currying should be begun at the head 
and the comb passed lightly up and 


down until all the dandruff is loosen- 


ed, when it should be removed with 
the brush.

The fore thighs should be strong 
and muscular, tapering gradually to 
the knees; belly deep, straight, and 
also tapering a little to the hind 
thighs, which should be large and 
square; roof wide, particularly over 
the shine and hips or hooks; legs 
straight, short jointed, full of sinews, 
clean and fine boned; knee round, big 
and straight; feet distant one from 
another, not broad nor turning in, but 
easily spreading; hoofs long and 
hollow; hide not hard or stubborn to 
the touch; hair uniformly thick, short 
curled, and of soft texture, and the 
body long, deep and round, filling up 
the shoulders and into the groin, so 
as to form what has not improperly 
been termed a round or a burrel-like 
carcass.

Another law of nature, 
which is very forcibly impressed upon 
us by the observation of the laws of 
breeding, is the utter impossibility of 
any middle course between progress 
and retrogression. Every animaljborn 
into the world is either an improve- 
ment on the parent stock or directly 
the reverse. No middle course is 
possible. Breeding two inferior ani- 


to either of the parents, while 
a cross between a grade and a pure- 
bred will always show improvement 
in the offspring over at least one of 
the parents. Surely these lessons of

Calves which run with their dams, 
or which are fed with new and warm 
milk, are seldom, if ever, troubled 
with scouring. It is when they are 
fed upon skim milk—sour or sweet— 
or whey, or other food not natural to 
the young bovine—food good enough, 
perhaps, in quality, but given too 
cold—that this complaint mostly oc- 


The stomachs of no young animals 
will endure much chilling without cre- 
ating serious disturbances, nor is chill- 
ing good for the stomachs of older 
ones. The stomachs of young rumin- 
ants are not only not as well fortified 
against the effects of cold foods as 
adults of that class, they are not even as 
well prepared to bear up against chill- 
ing as the stomachs of non-ruminants. 
In adult ruminants the paunch or 
rumen—the first and largest division 
of their huge compound stomachs— 
receives nearly all the cold foods and 
drinks taken in by them. After bein 
warmed up in this department an 
softened and remasticated, its con 
tents go to the other divisions, which, 
always receiving them warm, never 
become accustomed to taking in cold 
materials.
